Thousands of persons were 


forced from their homes today 
after flood waters caused by 
cloudbursts in mountain areas 
swept into the Denver metro- 
politan area. 


The surging waters from the

flooded several hundreds of 
homes, washed out bridges and 
ahoe County said 200 house 
covered many highways and 
roads. Sheriff Roy Vogt of Arap- 
trailers were lost in a park west 
of the river in suburban Little- 
ton. 


Unofficially property damage 


was estimated in the millions of 
dollars in the Rocky Mountain 
area which has a population of 
more than 500.000. Only a few 
injuries were reported. 


The Colorado Highway Patrol 


said a flood crest estimated at 
15 to 20 feet high rolled down 
the normally shallow river into 
the Denver area. The river was 
a half mile wide at some points. 


Four Injured 


The floods developed after 


severe 
thunderstorms ham- 


mered the foothills of central 
Colorado. Tornadoes struck Pal- 
mer Lake and Castle Rock, in- 
juring at least four persons. 


In other parts of the nation, 


more stormy weather battered 
areas in the Southeast Wednes- 
day. 
In Florida, a tornado 


struck near Tallahassee, and a 
funnel cloud was sighted near 
West Palm Beach but no inju- 
ries were reported. Heavy rain 
fell in parts of the wet belt 
along the coast from New York 
City to the Gulf of Mexico. In 
northeastern New Mexico a 
record rainfall of 4.01 inches 
was reported for a 24-hour per- 
iod.

Allen Sandage. the blue galaxies seem to 
indicate that our universe is not infinite or 
that it will continue indefinitely to expand. 


The blue galaxies were discovered by 


accident in the search for strange objects

quasars

February. The quasars are extremely far 
away but have such brilliance that they 
can be seen with our telescopes. Probably 
those now observed are no longer in 
existence: scientists say that they burn so 
fast they probably would 
last 
only a 


million 
years 
and 
the 
furthest

observed is 8.7 billion light years away. 
The blue galaxies can now be identified as 
not merely stars because they are receding 
from the earth—they seem to be going in 
all directions—and their distance can be in 
part determined by the speed they are 
receding. Unlike the quasars they emit no 
radio waves. 


Dr. Sandage suggests that the actual 


explosion which created our universe as we 
know it may show up through the Mount 
Palomar telescope.
